Thomas E. Penick, chaitman 

of Disrict 10 Welfare Board of 
the State Department of Public 
Welfare, reported that in Palm 
Beach County 5,416 persons 
were assisted in the four cate- 
gories of public assistance for 
the month of July. 
A total of 1,691 persons re- 
ceived old age assistance in the 
amount of $4,854 while-85 re- 
ceived aid to the blind totalling 
$5,186 and 875 families, repre- 
senting 2,709 children, received 
aid to dependent children in 
the amount of $56,083. There 
were 184 presons who received 
aid to the disabled in the 
amount of $10,393. 

In addition 214 children re- 
ceived service during the month 
95 of whom were in foster 
homes. The total state and local 
cost for these child welfare ser- 
vices was $7,505.26, There were 
10 adoption petitions studied for 
the Circuit Court.
